Study Protection Civilians 
From Atom Blasts In Wartime 


By STEFFAN. ANDREWS 

WASHINGTON (NANA) —A 
top-ranking government health 
officer says plans are in prepar- 
ation to combat “ unnatural 
outbreaks” of disease resulting 
from biological warfare in event 
of atomic attack. 

Dr. Norvin C. Kiefer, director 
of the National Security Re- 
sources Beard Health Division, 


says these plans are part of a/| 


nation-wide medical mobilization 
program now in the blueprint 
stage. 


While he does not disclose | 


specifically what these plans 
are, Dr. Kiefer reveals that 
“extensive studies of health re 
sources and requirements are 
now well under way by a number 
of existing agencies and or- 
ganizations.” 

He adds that because of this 
prospect of fighting mass dis 
eases most of the trained doctors 
in the next war will be assigned 


to the civilian population rather | 


than to the military forces

Experts 
Want It 


Lifted 


OTTAWA (BUP) —Resig- 
nation of David B. Lilien- 
thal as head of the United 
States Atomic Energy 
Commission touched off de- 
bate here today on the 
wisdom of continued secrecy 
in atomic research. 

The debate cropped up in 
the House committee on 
atomic energy, but it was 
ruled off the record shortly 
after it had begun. 

Before the off-the-record 
eurtain was rung down on 
the discussion, Dean C. 4. 
Mackenzie, head of the Na- 
tional Research Council, told 
the committee: 

“The tendency we must 
fight against is to carry the 
secrecy necessary tm war- 
time over into peacetime 
research.” 

He said scientists at the Chalk 
River research plant would be 
“very happy” if all secrecy were 
eliminated, but that didn't mean 
necessarily that other considera- 
tions of policy didn’t exist which 
made some secrecy provisions 
still necessary. 

Dr. Mackenzie said he did not 
believe Lilienthal’s resignation 
would affect United States- 
Canadian atomic co-operation. 

He also told the committee 
that atomic energy power was 
unlikely to make either coal or 
hydro-electric energy obsolete 
“in the foreseeable future.” 

“That is just a _ personal 
opinion,” he said, “but I think 


| it is fairly widely held in scien- 


tific circles. Practical interest
